goal. Creators are allowed a 

accomplish their goals but the 
end result is all-or-nothing. 
If creators are successful in 
reaching their pledge goal, the 
backers receive the product or 

Sanagavarapu stumbled 

a Victorias Secret Fink Loves 
Consent campaign that pro- 

sexual awareness, confidence 
and strength in young women 
In fact, it was created as a 


spoof by feminist duo Hannah 
Brancato and Rebecca Naglem 
both Baltimore MD residents, 
who envision a world where 
sex is empowering and pleasur- 
able rather than coercive and 
violent. In order to get the mes - 
sage out. they created FORCE: 
Upsetting Rape Culture, a cre- 
ative activist collaboration to 
upset the culture of rape and 
promote a culture of consent. 

The fake products included 

"consent is sexy.' and 1 love 
my body. ’ They were so well- 
ing this temporary takeover 
in 2012 where Pinterest. 
Facebook and Twitter exploded 
with female enthusiasm and 
empowerment, that the orga- 
nization’s webpages were shut 

copyright infringement. To 
the dismay of many. Victorias 
Secret appeared to be silencing 
an effective campaign of anti- 
rape culture. 

watched all of this unfold and 
was captivated by the demand 
for such a simple product. "I 
always thought if my ideas 
were marketable they d exist 
already." she said, adding that 
that is clearly not the case 

'1 always saw products that 

way — or the products them- 


them — and I would always 
consider how I would do 
things differently when I 
saw the Pink Loves Consent 


to be a prank I thought, this

Parking pass freeze gets warm reception from CSI

a parking pass for the 2014- 
2015 academic year. 

In a conversation with 
Conestoga Students Inc. presi- 
dent Jason Wright on Jan 20. 
Spoke learned a meeting that 
morning had led to an agree- 
ment with the college to freeze 
the cost of the pass far students.

eight months Wright said. 

CSI has been advocating far 

the beginning of the academic 
year. A meeting early in the 
fall semester laid out CSIs 
position, but the college noted 
that there was increased cost 
on their part from required 
enforcement of parking regu- 

Some students were parking 
without paying for the pass 
and. in some cases were using 
fraudulent passes, which meant 
that students who were paying 
could sometimes not find a spat. 
The college stepped up enforce- 
ment to make parking without 



Mull an said 
When asked if students could 
see a reduction instead of just 
a freeze Mullan was non-com- 
mittal. saying that the college s 


budget process would deter- 
mine if that was possible.
